Check the motor vehicle records of another state if you have reason to believe that the

vehicle is registered or titled in such other state.

Notify, all owners, lessors, lessees, security interest holders, and lienholders listed on

the DMV printout and/or the records of another state by registered or certified mail of the
location of the vehicle and the fact that it is deemed abandoned and shall be disposed of
if not redeemed.

If the identity of the owner cannot be ascertained, advertise in the Marietta Daily Journal

once a week for two consecutive weeks.

Make written demand for payment upon all ascertained owners, lessors, lessees, security

interest holders, and lienholders. If, within ten (10) days of delivery of said demand, the

ascertained persons fail to respond or refuse to pay, a Petition to Foreclose Abandoned

Motor Vehicle may be filed.

B. Upon filing your Petition to Foreclose, submit the following (do not staple paperwork):
